Washington. May 31.— The sit- 
uation in Cuba is growing more criti* 
eal daily.

The people of Guantanamo and the 
outlying districts are greatly alarm- 
ed and are danandins mora alRaient

In the 
doctor's words: "Hunger is normally 
the signal tbat the stomach is con- 
tracted for action; the unpleasantness 
of hnager l*ads to eating; eating 
starta gaatrlc a*cr*tlon, distends the 
contracted organ, Inltiat** the move- 
ments of gastric digestion and abol- 
ishes the sensation." Here's to the
